"touch-and-go" strip is within 
financial read) of the city 
and certain other improve­ 
ments thai have been spoken 
of are nol. By jibur wording 
it is implied thai a decision 
was made on a political basis 
in not allowing the strip to 
gel in al this time.

I can only speak for my­ 
self, of course, hut I feel that 
all else who voted with me in 
not allowing this strip to go 
in had the.se reasons in mind 
when they reached their de­ 
cision. These reasons deal 
only with the safety of the 
citizens surrounding the air­ 
port and Ihe human lives in­ 
volved in the actual flying at 
the airport.

If there Is no air Iraffic 
control now at the airport 
anil tlie pattern is flown 
haphazardly by a large per­ 
centage of the people using 
the airport and no compli­ 
ance to traffic pattern can he

He for* 
got to include/ four years

that Augustus, Roman em­ 
peror at the time of Christ, 
reigned under another name. 
He also forgot the year 0.

This threw the calendar 
five years off. Since the mod- 
'ern calendar was not com­ 
piled for some .years after 
Christ's death, another two 
years may have been lost 
somewhere In the shuffle.

To be strictly accurate, this 
isn't lhe year we Ihink it Is. 
Although' the Jews can be 
isure that this is the year S717 
and the Mohammedans are 
certain thai il is lhe year 
1375, lhe only Ihing that we 
can be certain of is that this 
really isn't 1950.

Although figuring out a 
calendar seems relatively sim­ 
ple at first glance, il can be 
pretty complicated. The earth 
refuses lo cooperale by spin­ 
ning around the sun in an 
even number of days. Even 
with leap year, every year is 
11 minutes and 14 secpnds 
too long. This creates an ex­ 
tra day every 128 years.

The revolt in Hungary 
was against any kind of Com­ 
munism . . . whereas the re­ 
volt in Poland was only 
against Russian Communism 
and control.

Bulganin, on Iheir various 
"good-will" lours from Kast 
Europe to Delhi, repealed the 
falsehood "of Soviet friendly 
cooperation with independ­ 
ent stales and n» Soviet im­ 
position on lhe independence 
and sovereignly of any peo­ 
ple." This was lhe official 
promise to Tito and the basin 
of his return lo friendlier re­ 
lations with Moscow. Last 
week both Tito and Nehru 
denounced th°e Soviet attack 
on Hungary as a violation of 
Soviet guaranlees recenlly 
made. ^

Soviet contempt for the 

UN was in strong evidence 
in Korea, when Russia vio­ 
lated the UN charter by as­ 
sisting the Korean and Chi­ 
nese Communists, after the 
United Nations overwhelm­ 
ingly resolved that' Red 
Korea and China were the 
aggressors, and called upon 
UN members to defend lhe 
Republic of Korea.

Russia conlinued to open­ 
ly assist the Communist in­ 
vasion with guns and per­ 
sonnel. 'This violation called 
for ousting Russia from the , 
'family of nations. The UN 
failed in its. solemn obliga­ 
tion, and conlinued lo meet 
with the Russians through­ 
out the Korean war . . . wilh 
the very people who had con­ 
spired to start it and who 
conlinued to kill UN troops.

Russia has now been 
called upon by the UN to 
withdraw its troops from 
Hungary, and refused, while 
Russia insists Ihrough lhe 
same UN Ihat Britain, France 
and Israel withdraw from 
Egypt. Britain, France and ,« 
Israel have ceased fire and fl 
lhe UN police 'force is al­ 
ready in Egypt to arrange 
the terms of withdrawal. Rus­ 
sia thus far refuses to per­ 
mit a similar agreement in 
regard to Hungary.

Russia; in asking for com­ 

pensation for Egypt for the 
loss of life und properly as 
the result of the British, 
French and Israel attack, has 
left herself wide open for an 
equal demand by the Hun­ 
garians for compensation for 
the losses inflicted by the 
Russians.

At any rate, the lessons of 
Hungary could well prove 
once and for all the pattern 
of Russian duplicity and de­ 
ceit for the entire Commu­ 
nist and non-Communist 
world. They could also mark 
Ihe beginning of the end of 
the Itusslan-Commiinlst em­ 
pire In both Europe and 
Asia.
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
